Crime Alert 
Burglary Increase 
Seen In Plano 


By PAM TROBOY 
A burglary is committed every IO seconds in the 
United States. 
The incidence of the crime in Plano has not yet 
reached such alarming proportions, but it is steadily 
increasing. Only 414 burglaries were reported in Plano 
in 1974, but 499 have already been recorded during the 
first ll months of this year. 
It is also a big business, police reports show. In 
Plano, property valued at $171,409 has been reported 
stolen in burglaries through Nov. 30,1975. In the United 
States, citizens reported losses of $1.2 billion ($758 
million from residences) in 1974. 
Burglary is defined as the unlawful entry of a 
structure to commit a felony or theft and can involve 
forcible entry, unlawful entry where no force is used or 
attempted forcible entry. 
National statistics compiled by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation indicate that 75 percent of all 
burglaries involve forcible entry, but local figures 
show that 52 percent of residential burglaries involve 
an unlocked door or window. 
Burglars count on most people being complacent or 
careless, but there are a number of simple things a 
homeowner can do to minimize the chances of being a 
target for a burglar. 
STORE LADDERS INSIDE. Don’t leave them loose 
outside. If you can’t put it safely inside, lock it 
securely. 
PUT THINGS AWAY. Don’t leave articles on 
sidewalks, lawn or porch in areas easily accessible to 
the general public. 
BE ALERT for unusual activities. If you see an 
unknown person in or around a neighbor’s yard, don’t 
be afraid to check their identity with your neighbor by 
phone. 
CLOSE GARAGE DOORS whether at home or away. 
Opened and empty usually indicates an empty home 
and often allows easy access to the home unseen from 
the street. 
WHEN WORKING IN ATTIC or cellar or anyplace 
away from the main area of the house, lock up. 
SECURE ALL ENTRANCES at night and when 
leaving 
SECURE PATIO DOORS. They should lock from the 
inside, but a strip of wood placed into the inside track 
will prevent sliding the door open from outside. 
USE 
LIGHTS EFFECTIVELY. Leave several 
burning in different parts of the house when you go out. 
Outside entrance lights and post lights illuminate 
possible hiding places around your house. 
HAVE EFFECTIVE WINDOW LOCKS. A safe and 
unobtrusive lock can be made by drilling through the 
top of the bottom window sash and the bottom of the top 
sash and inserting a small nail into the hole. 
VARY YOUR ROUTINE. If you follow the same 
routine week in and week out, a would-be burglar could 
watch your movements and know when your house is 
likely to be empty

DEAR POLLY — Both my mother and I would like to 
know how to build a quilting fram e and thought some of

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns grocery carts in 
the supermarkets.

Then they stand to one side while tak­ 
ing their purchases off the shelf. No one can get by them. It 
would be so helpful to grocery shoppers, some of whom are in 
a hurry, if carts were parked on only one side of the aisle. 
Thanks for listening. — MRS. R .H .C . 
DEAR POLLY — I find that spray starch works wonders for 
removing creases from polyester m aterials which are left 
when a dress is lengthened. You may have to repeat the 
process. Too much spray starch will cling to your iron but it is 
easily removed with a damp cloth. — B E SSIE . 
DEAR POLLY — I was once “done in” by a little boy who 
whipped a marking pen out of his pocket during Sunday School 
and marked my wool dress. The ink was permanent, but turn­ 
ed out to be soluble in alcohol. Maybe Wendy will find this a 
help with her daughter's dress. — LOIS. 
DEAR LOIS and other readers — Do test the effect of the 
alcohol first. It causes some colors to run, and do not use it on 
acetate. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently I made a discovery that I think 
will be of interest to other homemakers. When washing tile 
floors and you wish to remove the wax, put a cup of washing 
(not baking) soda in a quart of hot water to dissolve it. Let 
stand for five minutes. This is easier than using any stripper I 
have ever tried and the floor is whiter. It is also economical 
Even a large box of washing soda is still quite inexpensive. — 
FLO. 
DEAR POLLY — If you want an attractive picture frame in 
a hurry, use any kind of wood trim such as chair rail molding, 
etc. Mitre the corners and glue or nail together. Rub the raw 
wood with regular chalk and polish with a wax type brown 
shoe polish and shine. No waiting for varnish and stain to dry 
and the frame has a slightly antiqued look - MRS R A’ 
DEAR POLLY — Those who like extra width on the window 
ledge for plants can adjust a spring type sash curtain rod 
Position it even with the top edge of the lower sash This adds 
enough space for the flower pots. — MARY.
